The day was a long fight by telegraph 
and failroad companies to restore wires 
and resume stalled trains. Early in che 
day, all the roads sent out warnings to 
employees, ordering them to prepare for 
bilzzards. 

Trains Are Missing. 

A passenger train, with neither diner 
nor sleeper, was reported missing from 
La Crosse, as was another train 
Which started to its relief. The best in- 
formation obtainable at La Crosse was 
that both trains were stuck in the snow 
in South Dakota. At the general of- 
fices here no news was received con- 
cerning the wanderers. That the pas- 
sengers would suffer from cold and lack 
o° food was taken for granted.

New York, January 29.—Police chap- 
eronage of drunken men to their.homes 
instead of under arrest to station 
houses, was one of the subjects incisive- 
ly, tf briefly, discussed by: Police Com- 
missioner Bingham in testimony today 
before the legislative committee in- 
Vestigating courts. 

“I think Chief of Police Koehler, of 
Cleveland, has the right idea,”’ said the 
commiesioner. “If a Cleveland police- 
man meets a drunken man or even a 
digorderly person on the street, he 
takes him home. A man coming home 


from a dinner drunk should not be ar 
rested.”’ 

As to existing police discretion, 
commissioner said: 

“They may take a chance and 
disoretion—for a five dollar ill.’’

BARCELONA OVERWHELMED 

BY A GRBAT TIDAL WAVE 


wondon, January 30.—A dispatch from 
Tarrassa says that Bartelona has been 
overwhelmed by a tidal wave. The loss 
of life ig unknown. Subterranean roar- 
ings preceded the tidal wave, causing 
a fearful panic among the people on 
the promenades and in the buildings of 
the city. 

News from Malaga says that many 
houses were damaged in the town of 
Totana and several villages in the 
province of Murcia. 


Tarrassa, whence comes the report of 
@® great tidal wave at Barcelona, is 
fifteen miles distant from the latter 
city. Barcelona is the second largest 
city fin Spain, situated on the Mediter- 
ranean on the northeastern part of the 
country. dt hes a population of 460,- 
900. 

Murola, where the shock is also re- 
ported to have been felt, is in south- 
eastern Spain, a short distance inland 
from the Mediterranean coast. Malaga, 
where a shock was reported early to- 
day, is in extreme southern Spain, on 


|} the Mediterranean coast. 


The meager advices thus far -received 
indicate that the earthquake was felt 
along the entire Mediterranean coaat. 

No News in Paris. 

Paris, Januery 30.—No news has been 
received here of a disastrous earth- 
Quake and tidal wave in eastern and 
southern Spain. 

The omly report of a seismic disturb- 
ence in that country was that a Mala- 
ga yesterday (Friday) morning, from 
which no damage resulted. 

Washington in Ignorance. 

Washington, January 30.—No official 
advices have yet been received at the 
Spanish legation in this city in regara 
to the earthquake end tidal wave in 
south and southeastern Spain.

vention we have had in Indianapolis. 
Let us leave off personal dissension, pro- 
ceed to our business and isin the end 
support our executive Officer, whether he 
be Tom Lewis or John- Walker.”’ 

The cofnmittee on officers’ reports had 
submitted a report indorsing President 
Lewis’ adm{nistPution in refusing to gup-

Under the first period of American 
intervention a paper of which Arnauto 
was the editor was suppressed for the 
attacks on the wife of Brigadier Gen- 
eral William Ludlow, the militaryv gov- 
ernor, and other American ladies. 
General Ludlow at tiiis time ordered 
the police to arrest Arnauto, dead or 
alive.

Washington, January 20.—The merger 
of the Tennessee Coa! and Iron Com- 
pany and the United States Steel Cor- 
poration was probed by the senate com- 
mittee on judiciary today, two New 
York bankers being examined in an ¢x- 
ecutive hearing that continued through 
on long sessions. The witnesses were 
Oakleigh Thorne, president of the Trust 
Company of America, and Geotge W. 
Perkins, of J. Pierpont Morgan & .Co., 
who is also a member of the finance 
board of the Steel Corporation. 

The testimony of Mr. Perkins seemed 
to uphold President Roosevelt's con- 
tention that the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee concern was. necessary to relieve 
the panicky condition in November, 
1907. 

Mr. Thorne denied that the Trust 
Company of America was interested in 
the deal in Tennessee Coal and ‘ron 
Company stocks, and declared that the 
merger was not necessary to save his 
institution. No decision has  beén 
reached by the cqmmittee to subpoena 
Judge E. H. Gary and H. C. Frick. 

Culberson Conducts Examination. 

The examination of both witnesses 
was condwcted by Senator Culberson. 
Mr. Thorne, who first took the stand, 
testified that the Trust Company of 
America had no interest in the stock of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, 
as owner, but that on November a 
1907, it had loaned $482,700 to six in- 
dividuals holding the stock at 60, as 
collatera!, All of these loans, said 
Mr. Thorne, were paid off in Novem- 
ber with the exception of two of $52,- 
000 each.

ARE SELECTED 


Examined So Far. 


Was Taken Up Regarding 
the Disability of Juror Whit- 
worth — Eighth Juror Was 
Accepted in Afternoon. 


Naghviile, Tenn. January 29.—The 
ninth Gay of the trial of Colonel Duncan 
‘BB. Cooper, Riobin Cooper and John D. 
Sherp for the murder of former Sena- 
tor E. W. Carmack, cldsed with two 
adiditions having been made to the jury, 
which now nmurmhbers nine. The two re- 
cemt acquisitions are Gus Knipfer and F. 
O. Beerman. 

Up to tonight 1,/95 talesmen have 
been examined in an effort to get the 
twelve men. Of those who qualified, 
the state challenged thirteen, the de- 
fense challenged twenty:and the court 
summerily excused two after they had 
been declared satisfactory to both sides. 
Of the jast venire of 500 men, !95 have 
been called. It is conceded that the ac- 
tion of the state in charging two tales- 
men with perjury has greatly reduced 
the chances of getting a jury at once. 
Many of those summoned say they may 
have expressed an opinion at the time 
the murder occurred, and for fear of 
an indictment, they disqualify t¢nem- 
selves. 

Those who are left on the venire will 
be examined tomorrow and in anticipa- 
tion of a faliure to complete the jury 
from those remaining, Judge Hart has 
ordered a fresh venire of 500 more 
names. This wll exhaust half of the 
names in the jury wheel. 

Disability of Juror. 


Dr. Sullivan responded first, and the 
court called Judge Anderson, of the de- 
fense, and Attorney Genera] McCarn, 
of the state, to the bench for a con- 
sultation with the physician. The lat- 
ter described Juror Whitvworth’s condi- 
tion in detail, and declared that, in 
his opinfon, the confinement and strain 
of the trial might result in the juror’s 
death. 

The state urged that no action be 
taken, and insisted on an examination 
of Dr. Sullivan.

HEAVY WINDS CAUSE 
$100,000 FIRE AT MOBILE 


Alabama Lumber Company To- 
tally Destroyed—The Fire 
Burns Tracks of L. & N. 


Mobile, Ala., Janwary 29.—The saw- 
mill plant of the Alabama Lumber Com- 
pany, formerly the Bay City Lumber 
Company, of which E Downing and 
Mra. W. A. Hill, of Mobile, are prin- 
cipal owners, located three miles north 
of the city, was totally destroyed by 
fire this afternoon, entailing a loss of 
$75,000 on the mi!l plant, and $!5,000 
On lumber, with no insurance. 

The fire originated in the mill about 
6:30 o'clock. Sparks from the mill fire 
ignited the marsh on the east side of the 
river, and, fanned by a westerly gale, 
blowing five miles an hcur, there Is a 
solid wall of fire, advancing eastward 
across the marshes four miles wide, 
endangering the lives and homes of 
many truck gardeners, residing in these 
merehes. The mill fire burned the tracks 
of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
and trains bound north and south are 
tied-up until the fire cools and tem 
porary repairg can be made.

Final Hearing on Naval 
Stores Inspection Bill. 


Senator Bacon Says Work of 
Inspection Should Be Left to 
the State—Others Who Op- 
posed Bill. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, January 29.—The final 
hearing before the house subcommit- 
tee on the bill to provide for the in- 
spection of naval stores was had to- 
day. Later the members of the commit- 
tee held an executive session. The in- 
dications now are they will report in 
favor of tabling the bill. : 

E. S. Nash, of Savannah, president of 
the American Naval Stores Company, 
appeared to refute the charges made | 
against that company by W. M. 
Toomer, of Jacksonville, and others. 
o X Toomer is said to be largely in- 
terested in a Jacksonville company 
which is a rival of the Savannah com- 
pany. arly last year the Americas 
Naval Stores Company was indicted by 
the federal grand jury as being @ 
combination in restraint of trade. Mr. 
Toomer was retained as assistant 
United States district attorney. The 
case has never been brought to a trial 
by the government's representatives. 

George B. Powell, an attorney of 
Jacksonville, also appeared today to 
represent the American Naval Stores 
Company. He said the company nad 
not originally expected to take any 
part in the present contest over the | 
naval stores bill, but only decided to 
appear after being attacked before the 
committees of congress. 

An argument against the bill was 
also made by R. M. Hitch, attorney for 
the Savannah naval stores factors. He 
said the bill was unnecessary; that it 
was impracticable, and would be im- 
possible in operation; that its apparent 
purpose was entirely foreign to its real 
purpose, which was to divert the naval 
stores busines# of Savannah to Jack- 
sonville. 

Ail the gentlemen who had come to 
Washington to discuss the bill returned 
home tonight. The present indications 
are against the measure being passed 
by either house of congress. 

Senator Bacon appeared before the 
subcommittee of the senate committee 
on interstate commerce in opposition 
to Senator Taliaferro’s bill providing 
for federal inspection of naval stores, 
and having especialiy reference to the 
turpentine and rosin business of Flor- 
ida and Georgia. He took the position 
that the inspection should be left 
wholly to state regulations.

Jerry Lynmoh was then living 
far out on Peters street, and. was 
eroused from his sleep to be told that 
his “daughter and grandchild had been 
lost by the sinking of the City of Co- 
lumbus. 

“But what of the other two ghil- 
dren?’ asked Mr. synch, as he heard 
the news, in a dazed condition. ‘‘There 
were three of them with my daughter. 
She had three children. Where are the 
other two?’ 

The next morning Mr. Lynch made 
free use of the telegraph wires, and 
was not iong in ascertaining that Mrs. 
Kelley thad left the two older children, 
James and Blizabeth, with their grand- 
mother, in Boston. On the next train 
Mr. Lynch left for Boston, and when 
he arrived, was informed that the 
bodies of his daughter and grandchidd 
bad been found and had been given a 
Christian burial in the old graveyard, 
within the shadow of the Bunker Hill 
monunient. The bo¢y of Mrs. Kelley 
kad been washed ashore, and was 
found the next morning a long distance 
from the waters. She had been dead 
for hours when discovered.

REVIEW OF THE MARKETS 


Cotton and Other Markets Dur- 
ing the Week. 


New York, Jan. 29.—The effects of 
liquidation have been apparent at 
times, and also some aggressive se!l- 
ing for short account, but despite this, 
and some increase in the receipts at 
the interior towns, the cotton market 
has behaved very well. 

There is talk of some falling off in 
the spot demand at the south, but Feb- 
ruary and March commitments. both for 
export and home account, are believed 
to be very heavy. The general belief 
is that the reaction of late bas been 
£0 moderate. so far as net results are 
concerned, as to throw into clear relief 
once more the inherent strength of the 
cotton position. There has been, at 
times, considerable selling. attributed, 
in part, to Mempnis, New Orieans anda 
other southern operations. Wall street 
has taken profits. Liverpool people, 
too, seem to think that straddles should 
be made by selling October in New 
York and buying October-November at 
Liverpeol, although it is true that 
some of the straddiers have recently 
become nervous. Many have liquidated, 
‘by buying here and selling across the 
water. Undoubtedly certain Wall 
Street houses have sold the market ag- 
gressively at times. Liverpool, too, has 
plucked up courage enough to sell when 
‘the market here tras been in a tempo- 
rarily yielding mood, under the pressure 
of liquidation. But tne general belief 
is that most Wall street houges are 
bullish. And, ag regards Liverpoo! and 
its straddles, it is enough to say that 
the difference between the two mar- 
kets have latterly shown a tendency to 
narrow. That means that New York, 
on the whole, has taken the lead to 
the disadvantage of straddle-makers. 
There is a good deal of general buying 
of October, and at from 10 to 20 points 
under the market, many houses have 
large waiting orders to buy. , 

Reports of embarrassment of houses 
at Manchester are believed to be ex- 
aggerations of old affairs. 


Sugar and Rice Review. 


New York, January 29.—There has 
been little improvement in the sugar 
market, the disposition of wholesale 
grocers being still to Duy only as actu- 
ally needed. This may be due, in part. 
to the damper upon speculation in- 
volved in the acceptance by the larger 
interests of only prompt shipment All 
refiners are behind in delivery. .how- 
ever, because of light melitings. Soft 
sugars are especially delayed, being 
cversold. 

The :ocal refiners were compelled to 
zo slow in operating plants, because 
they misjudged the raw situation, the 
delay in Cuba from rains, causing a 
temporary deficiency of arrivals this 
month. Now that sugar is coming for- 
ward freely, the tendency is easier. 
There are now 150 centrals grinding 
cane in Cuba, and some cirél argue 
that the pressure to sell will carry raw 
suger materialiy lower. On the other 
hand, however, it is pointed out that 
the Buropean beets are seHing 46 
points above the parity of Cuba's. so 
that a much lower level for the level 
woukt mean direct shipments to Pne- 
land, which local refiners do not wish 
to see. The ottlook for a good bugi- 
ness later this year is considered prom- 


ising, as the country is carrying com. | 


paratively light stocks of refined. 

There is a firmer tone to the rice 
market in sympathy with the situation 
in the south. the country distrfbuters 
buying for February, shipments when 
inventories will be out of the w 
Local wholesalers are less inci§ned to 
take hold. As ‘southern mills have not 
recently turned down local offers for 
even at Iiat 
prices, there has been considerable re- 
selling at first hands, New York being 
comparatively the cheapest market. 
Stocks and assortments are stil] very 
fair, though fancy heads are geetting 
scarcer. Owing to the comparatively 
low level of Japans in this market, the 
country is showing more interest, and 
in some cases distributers are antici- 
pating future wants.

Commercial Agencies on Busi- 
ness of Past Week.

New York, Jan, 29.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will 
Sav that some irregularity continues in 
industrial and mercantile activity. A 
fundamental factor of strength is the 
steadily multiplying evidence that stocks 
are so depleted as to render a large and 
general resumption of the nation’s in- 
dustries inevitable. 

There are numerous reports of en- 
larged -Industrial activity at widely 
scattered points throughout the west 
and south, and distributers of merchan- 
dise in all lines anticipate a slow, but 
steady, return to the normal volume of 
transactions. Uncertainty regarding 
the ultimate tendency of prices of finish- 
ed iron and steel restricts improvement 
in the general] trade and the volume of 
new business. is still disappointing, al- 
though January is usually a dull month, 
The railroads are not entering the mar- 
kets to anyrv extent and sales of rails 
continue unimportant. 

Notwithstanding the recent failure of 
wesférn and southern wholesalers to 
place complete shoe and leather orders 
in the Boston market, New Bngland 
manufacturers are looking forward to 
a normal business. Prices for fall 
goods are firm, and on some lines slight 
advances are asked. The hide market 
is quiet, tanners being reluctant’ to 
pay the high prices at present prevail- 
ing. The leather trade is dull, although 
prices are supported by the high rates 
prevailing for hides. 


Bradstreet’s. 


New York, January 29.—Bradstreet’s 
tomorrow will say that trade is rather 
quieter this week, exceptions being a 
few points in the west, southwest and 
Pacific northwest, where more is report- 
ed doing by wholesalers and jobbers. At 
most markets new demand is still con- 
servative, an indisposition prevailing to 
buy heavily pending the settlement of 
tariff, crop or other uncertainties, and 
the tendency is, as throughout most of 
last year, to buy in smal!
